The Overseas Press Club set up the Freedom Press and Information committee to keep a 

vigilant eye on all infractions of the traditional American conception of freedom of 

the press and information; to raise a warning voice whenever such infraction endang- 

ers journalistic freedom; and to recommend specific action to the Board of Governers 

to meet a given situation.

From Cecil Brown, MBS commentator :".. the happy fact is that I have gone to all 
MATL sorts of places without catastrophe automatically ensuing. And the few instances where 
TAIK catastrophe and my presence were simultaneous, we must put down to coincidence. In any 
event I decline responsibility. 

"Moreover, neither the Republicans nor Democrats have the slightest reason to tremble that 
my covering their conventions in Chicago makes me a harbinger of disaster. I covered both con- 
ventions in Chicago in 1944, all three in Philadelphia in 1948. No one was assassinated and no 
ships were sunk, of state or otherwise. 

"Naturally, at those conventions, a certain kind of political disaster befell the losing 
candidates, but if the presence of reporters accounts for that, we all share in the wicked deed. 
And it does seem apparent that there will be losers at the conventions this year, but I am 
hastening to disclaim responsibility, in advance, for what may be considered by some as ‘devas- 
tating developments'."
